(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale In this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

2. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Monroe 
(Pat. No. 5.798,458) or Honda et al (Pat. No. 5,296.884). 

Monroe teaches an article of manufacture, and a method for annnotating a 
recording with a current location including monitoring (col 9, line 66-col 10, line 21), 
while traveling, for different types of signal sources that may be used to facilitate 
determining a current location, identifying a first signal source (19a, acoustic signal) at a 
first time, determining 72 a current location based at least in part on the first signal 
source, making a recording 52. and associating the current location with the recording 
(fig. 4). 

Honda et al teach an article of manufacture, and a method for annnotating a 
recording with a current location including monitoring 8, while traveling, for different 
types of signal sources that may be used to facilitate determining a current location, 
identifying a first signal source (electrical wave) at a first time, determining 12 a current 
location based at least in part on the first signal source, making a recording (Recording 
medium), and associating the current location with the recording (fig. 3). 

3. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Schipper et al (Pat. No. 5,987,136). 
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Schipper et al teach an article of manufacture, and a method for annnotating a 
recording with a current location including monitoring (fig. 8), while traveling, for different 
types of signal sources that may be used to facilitate determining a current location, 
identifying a first signal source at a first time, determining 17 a current location based at 
least in part on the first signal source, making a recording 39, and associating the 
current location with the recording (fig. 7).
